VP 3.1 Series software provides a common base running on three 
platforms—Xerox 6500 Series, GLOBALVIEW for the PC (XGV-PC), 
and 6085 workstations. This allows document interchange across 
all platforms. 


The VP Series software provides data file compatibility and 
approximate feature parity among all platforms. The VP 3.1 
software contains new applications, as well as major enhance- 
ments to existing VP core software that facilitate document 
processing and expand capabilities on all platforms.

This section describes changes that were made to local and 
remote printing. 


Local Printing allows you to print any VP data icon (such as 
document, record file, spreadsheet, canvas, and mail note icons) 
from a single networked or standalone workstation to a locally- 
attached printer. 


Local Printer icon 


The Local Printer icon (Figure 1-1) is your interface to the printing 
functions. 


Figure 1-1. Local Printer icon 





Besides the basic function of printing, you can also accomplish 
the following tasks using the Local Printer icon: 


Create a print format document (Interpress master) 
Display the job queue 

List, cancel or delete print jobs 

Access the Printer File Directory 

Access the Printing Diagnostics window 

Access the Printing System Administration window 
Display the Printing option sheet. 


When you select the Local Printer icon and press the left and 
right mouse buttons at the same time, a pop-up menu appears 
SO you can access several local printing system administration 
tools. 
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Figure 1-2 illustrates the Local Printing pop-up menu.

e Printing Diagnostics accesses the Printing Diagnostics 
window where you can select and print test patterns and 
examine and print statistics for your local printer. 


e Printer File Directory provides access to ten file folders con- 
taining printer fonts, Break Page templates, logos, and other 
formatting features. 


e Printing System Administration provides access to the Status 
window, Commands, System Parameters, and Printer Media 
property sheets. 


Printing process 


All print jobs are processed in background mode, which allows 
you to pursue other tasks during the printing process. 


In the default setting, the printer produces jobs in the order it 
receives them. However, you can set a job priority of High, 
Normal, or Low to give one print job precedence over another. | 


The system prints a Break Page (a descriptive separator page) 
between each job. If errors occur during the printing process, it 
generates an Error Page. Error Pages list each error and identify 
the page where it occurred. 


Property sheets 


The Printing property sheet controls individual print jobs. The 
Commands, System Parameters, and Printer Media property 
sheets control the printing system. Any changes made to these 
four property sheets affect the entire printing process and the 
printer. If you change a property value in the Commands, 
System Parameters, and Printer Media property sheets, the value 
remains in effect for all future print jobs until you change it again. 
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XWS PRINTING AND MAILING 


You display the Printing property sheet, illustrated in Figure 1-3, 
by selecting the Local Printer icon and pressing <Props>.

You can also select a job in the 
window and press <Props> to display its Document Printing 
property sheet (Figure 1-6).

The Print Format Document property specifies how you 
want to handle the Interpress master the system creates. It 
has three settings: Print & Delete (set in Figure 1-7), Print & 
Save, and Create Only (set in Figure 1-8). 


Color Processing is a new option available on both color 
and black and white workstations. It allows the user to 
control how a color document master is created so color 
pages can be sent to a color printer, and black and white 
pages can be sent to a non-color printer.

e The Paper property indicates whether the printer supports 
duplex printing and specifies whether to print the job on one 
or both sides of the paper. 


e Each copy appears on the sheets of printers that support 
stapling. 


e Remote FAX, if selected, indicates whether to send the 
document to a FAX machine.

The following changes were made to the Mail application: 


e The addition of a format for non-English mail notes, which 
accommodates labels that expand during translation. 


e The ability to send a file as a bilaterally defined type using the 
X.400 Mail Gateway. This lets the recipient read your mail 
note, regardless of whether the recipient is using the same 
mail system you are using. 


e The ability to send and receive ODA documents using the 
X.400 Mail Gateway. 


Labels of non-English mail notes often expand when translated, 
which can result in unacceptable print formats. To avoid this, the 
format of printed mail notes no longer depends on the longest 
label of the various fields. Instead, Mail now creates a new line 
and tabs the text to the right after any label that is too long. This 
forces the text to align with the text preceding and following it. 
The printed mail note is slightly longer.

VP Terminal Emulation of DEC VT220 


The VP Terminal Emulation of DEC VT220 application can 
establish a connection with a host computer through asynchron- 
ous Communication, to behave as if it were a VT220 terminal. 


The DEC VT220 terminal has advantages over the DEC VT100 
terminal. DEC VT220 has the use of national variants and multi- 
national character sets. 





VT220 emulation provides many benefits for users who access 
data stored on host computers. Specifically, VT220 emulation 
lets you accomplish the following tasks: 


¢ Communicate with multiple host computers from a single 
piece of equipment 


@ Establish a connection for multiple sessions with the same 
host computer, or establish connections for sessions on 
several hosts, using the VP interface, which allows multiple 
windows to be opened at the same time

during the emulation process
